Her cre- 
dit is good. Her indebtedness, with a 
population of 4,000,000, is very little 
more than that of New Zealand, the 
population^ of which is only about C80,- 
000.- To- the entire succes.4 of the ob- 
ject of the mission we see but one, and 
we admit that it is a formidalile, obsta- 
cle — the hostility of the British imblic 
to the new Canadian tariil", which prac- 
tiSkll^'^hiits oiit British goods. This 
obstactennay be removed by concessions 
on the part of the Canadian statesmen 
now in Loudon. All that Columbia 
can do is to refrain from taking any 
action or uttering a word that would be 
calculated to retard the .success of the 
negotiations. The question is not one 
of party, section or faction. It is en- 
tirely national in its bearing. The Do- 
minioiii Government has asked the Pi-o- 
vince .to exercise the quality of patience 
a little longer, and British Columbians, 
in spite of the great disappointments 
they have sustained, are Ijravely bear- 
ing; ug^under the shock. A few weeks 
will decide the matter one way or the

A Visit to the Scene of tho Disastor. 

(Krom the iTondoii l)ail> .Vl-w!".) 
Tho line of retreat toward Fugitive's 
Drift, along which, through a clink in the 
Zulu environment, our unfortunate com- 
rades who thus far survived tried to 
escape, lay athwart a rocky slope to our 
right front, with a precipitous ravine at 
its b.aae. In this ravine dead men l.iy 
thick — mere bones, with toughened, dis- 
colored .skin, like leather, covering them 
and clinging tight to them, tho ileah all 
wasted away. Some wore almost wliolly, 
dismembered, heaps of clammy yellow 
tjones, I forbear to describe the faces, 
with their blackened features and boards 
blanched by rain and sun. Every man 
had been disembowelled. Some wore 
scalped and others subjected to yot ghast- 
lier mutilation. Tho clothes had lasted 
better than the poor bodies they covered, 
and helped to keep tho skeletons together. 
All tho way up the slope I traced by the 
ghastly token of dead men tho fitful lino 
of flight. I came on a gully with a gun 
limber jammed on its edge, and the horses, 
their liides scored with assegai stabs, 
hanging in their harness down the steep 
face (if the myino. A little further on 
was a Inokon and battered ambulance 
wagon, with its team of mules mould- 
inr; in their harness, and around lay the 
corpses of soldiers, poor helpless wretches, 
dragged out of an intercepted vehicle, and 
done to death without a chance for life. 

TUK RUrOSE OF DEATH. 

Still following the trail of bodies 
through the long rank gr.iss and among 
stores I approached tho crest. Hero tho 
slaughtered ones lay very thick, so that 
the string became a broad bolt. On tho 
bare ground, on the crest itself, among 
the wagons,^thq dead were less,.thick, but 
on tho slope beyond j on 'which' from the 
crest wo looked down, tho scene was tho 
saddest and more full of weird desolation 
than any I had yet gazed upon. A 
strange dead calm reigned in tho solitude 
of nature; grain had grown luxuriently 
round tho wagons, sprouting from the 
seed tliat dropped froin the loads, falling 
in soil fertilized by, th'd life-blood of gal- 
lant men. So long in most places Lid 
grov.n the grass that it morcifully shroud- 
ed the dead whom four long months to- 
morrow we have loft nnburied. As one 
strayed aimlessly about, ono stumbled in 
1 the grass over skeletpns , that rattled to 



the touch. Here h\.y a cor().-io with a bay- 
onet jammed into tho mouth up to tho 
socket, transfixing the heart and mouth a 
foot into the gi-ound. There hay a form 
that seemed cosily curled in calm sleep, 
turned .almost on its face, but seven asse- 
!,'ai stabs liave pierced tho back. Most, 
however, lay flat on the back, with tho 
arms stretched widely out and tho bands 
clenched. In a patch of long grass, near 
tho right flank of Uio camp, lay Durn- 
ford's body, the long inustaeho still cling- 
ing to the withered skin of the faco. 
In one place nearly fifty of tho Twenty- 
fourth lie almost touching, as if thoy had 
fallen in rallying square. The lino of 
straggling rush liack to camp is clearly 
marked by the skeletons all along tho 
front. Durnford's body was wrapped in 
a tarpaulin and buried, under' a heap of 
stones. The Natal Carbineers buried 
their dead comrades roughly. The gun- 
ners did the .same by theirs. Eltbrts 
were made at lea.st to conci'al all the bod- 
ies of the men who had not belonged to 
the Twenty-fourth Regiment. Those were 
loft untouched by special ordei-s from 
General Newdignto. General Marshall 
had nourished a iiatuml and seemlj' wish 
to give interment to all our dead who so 
long have lain bleaching at Isandula, but 
it appears that (lie Twonty-foitrtli wish to 
perform this ofliec themselves, thinking it 
right that botli battalions should be rep- 
resented, and that the ceremony should 
be postponed till) the end.pf the campaign. 
In vain Marshall offered to convey a 
burial party of the regiments, with tools, 
from Rorke's Drift in wa;,'oiis. One has 
ayiupathy with the claim of tho regiment 
to bury its own dead, but why postpone 
the interment till only a few loose bones 
can be gathered / 

IBB DEAD PBZKOE. 

Breakisier the ITows to tho Boreavod 
Empress. 

"Thanks to the foresight of her 
Majesty tho t^iieen," .says a correspon- 
dent, "the sad news did not come sud- 
denly and une.Kpectedly on the bereav- 
ed lady, the Empress. Precautions 
were taken to prevent the newspapers, 
as was usually the custom, being sent 
to Camden House; nnd tho servants 
were warneil, in case they heard any- 
thing, to kcej) their lips clewed. So 
well were the directions observed that 
when Lord Sydney — who is tho lord of 
the manor at Chiselhurst, and the lord 
chamberlain in the government — arriv- 
ed at Camdon House at ten o'clock, 
a.m., by special direction of tho Quoon, 
he was enaliled in the most touching 
and aii])ropriate words to impart the 
news wliich made the Empress Eugenie 
not only a widow, but childle.ss. Tho 
effect of tlie terrible information can be 
better imagined than described. The 
bewildered mother, who had been look- 
ing forward to receiving a letter by 
this mail, could not at first believe the 
intelligence, but Lord Sydney had to 
back up his communication by tho 
oflioical telegrams received at the War 
and Colonial Offices, and, above all, a 
letter of condolence from Lady Frere. 
These proofs were too numerous, Tho 
Empress at once fell into a swoon and 
lay unconscious all day.'' The liitle 
church at Chiselhurst, dedicated to the 
Virgin, where the Prince's body will 
rest, had been gayly decorated for the 
Whitsuntide festival, but was at once 
denuded of flowers and decoi'ations and 
afterward draped in black. 

THE MANNER OF THB PRINCe's DEATH. 

The Prince, who was always desirous to 
bo actively employed, was anxious to join 
Lieutenant Carey, of the Ninety-eighth, 
who was starting with six men of Bet- 
tington'a Horse on a reconnoitering ox- 
pedition. Tho staff objected to his going, 
but ho laughingly overruled their wishes 
and started. Lieutenant Carey, the 
loader of tho reconnoitering party, gave 
the following account of tho expedition ; 

"\Vo left Koppie .-Mleiu at half-past 
seven, rodo to tlio Itelo/.i and waited for 
tho Basutos. Tlio Priiico being impatient 
at their non-arrival we rodo un without 
thorn to a lull seven miles and a half this 
side of Ishlawani Hill; reconnoitering witli 
telescopes for ono hour, but saw no ono; 
descended to a deserted kraal in tho 
valley below, oil" saddled and rested eno 
hour. I roinindod the Prince of the time. 
He said, 'Wait ton minutes.' At length, 
as we were .about to resaddlo our horses I 
saw tho black faces of Zulus peering out 
between the maize stalks all round. The 
Prince, looking aside, said, '1 seo them 
too.' We leaped iqion our horses and 
rode off amid a sudden volley of musketry 
from the Zulus, who, as soon as they saw 
usmounting, rushed forth on all sides from 
tho maize. All rode off. On crossing 
the donga, 200 yards away, we noticed 
the Prince's hor.se following riderless. I 
expect tho Prince had been killed in tho 
kraal. Two of the escort were killed."

It 
had been promised to Greece; and why 
should England, standing apart from the 
Powers, refuse it? Greece would not 
except tho new frontier without it, and 
he for one would not blame her for the 
decision.
